He says “I have 
been avxiously waiting a reply to mine of 
the 4th Decomber, respecting Mr Apack’s 
interest ; by the by, ‘suppose t am to charge 
five per cont, on.the amount received from 
Sharp /”: This is not tho language of a man. 
whois claiming commission as aright. The 
plaintiff in subsequent letters repudiatds 
the idea altogether. The defendant Is in 
thia-dilemma, Hither the recetpt of the 
mortgage money was utterly without sutho- 
rity, in which case of course he could not 
be entitled fo commission, or it was. within 
the scope of his authority as agent and 
attorney, and, if so, he has agreed to 
receive five per cent. on the income for 
what he does. No doubt a paid agent may 
claim a commission for something he 
does beyond his ntipulated aervices, Bere 
tho ratification of tho plaintiff places the 
receipt of the money. within the scope of 
his authority as his‘attorney, and this ser 
vica is to be‘paid forby the five percent. on 
income,’ The, defendant is not entitled to 
receive this cofimiaston, and there must be 
judgment for the plaintiff for_the $150 and 
the $45. I-have already sald that, . as to 
6250, 1 think the plaintiff ratified the act 
of the defendant, and certainly.the payment 
to Ng Cheong, and no cannot recover the 
@ifference of interest. _I.should ‘have beon 
glad to refrain from giving costs, but the 
defendant, though acting 1 am quite sure 
with the most upright intentions, han not 
behaved: altogether well in thin matter. 
The right course would have been candidly 
to bave confessed his want of care and pru- 
dence, and judging from: the-plalntif’s.
